The term society" inoludes all -lube, companies, partner ships, and 
associations wboee nanbers are over 18 years of age. It does not include 
(1) ocvpanles registered under the 1932 Company Beglstratlcn Act, (2) 
ocnpaales or partnerships registered under special lnperlal grants, (3) 
organisation is registered under ths lavs of feeet Britain and Perth Ireland 
governing cooperative societies suoh as fremasone, (A) labor organisations 
already registered under 19*9 regulations, and (5) ompaaies, associations, 
and partnerships vith more than 20 nabtrs organised for legitimts purposes.

Peninsula, and in all of Hfc-shih Bay, excluding Talc Channel, TaXo Harbor, 
Three Fathoms Cove, and Tide Cove ♦
